Marijuana, Psilocybin 
and Hashish seized 


On March 17th members of Project Longarm with the assistance 
of the Bancroft OPP executed two Controlled Drugs and Sub- 
stances Act search warrants at Bancroft area residences. 

The first warrant executed at an Alice Street address in the Town 
of Bancroft yielded a quantity of processed marihuana and canna- 
bis resin. One adult male was arrested and released with a court 
date in May to answer to the charge of Possession for the purpose 
of trafficking. 

The second warrant was executed at a Hemlock Drive address 
in Cardiff. Officers discovered a marihuana growing operation in 
two separate sections of the residence. Officers also located a quan- 
tity of processed marihuana, psilocybin (magic mushrooms), cell 
phones, scales and debt lists. Hydro One personnel were called in 
to assist with the electrical aspect of marihuana growing operation 
due to dangerous wiring. 

Six people were arrested in connection with this case and face 
charges of Production of a Controlled Substance and Possession 
of'a Controlled substance for the purpose of trafficking. They were 
released with a first appearance date in May. 

Also of note members of Project Longarm were called in to as- 
sist uniform patrol officers of the Ontario Provincial Police after a 
vehicle stop was initiated for a driving complaint. 

Officers discovered that the occupant in the vehicle was breach- 

ng a recognizance and the driver was in possession of marihuana. 
A a result of this traffic stop officers arrested the two occupants 
in the vehicle. A search incident to arrest revealed that the vehicle 
contained a large quantity of suspected drugs. 

During the course of the investigation officers of Project Lon- 
garm determined that the suspected drugs was actually 10 Kilo- 
grams of Hashish with an estimated street value of $50,000.00. Two 
Toronto area men will appear in a Belleville are#$court to answer 
to the charge of Possession of a Controlled Substance for the pur- 
pose of trafficking.

The speaker for the evening 
was ill, so a substitute gracious- 
ly took on the task, choosing 


her own topic. Mary Coles of 


Cathy’s Floral Design worked 
several years at a greenhouse 
where she acquired much ex- 
perience. Her topic was “Seed- 
ing”. 


She recalled how the win- 


ter chill drove us to study seed 
catalogues to revive our spirits. 
She listed several good reasons 
for planting seeds: 

1. We get more variety in 
colour and species. 

2. We get a jump on spring as 
the plants flower sooner. 

3. Itis a saving. We can col- 
lect and save seeds for next year. 
Store seeds in a tight container 
in a cool dark place. 


4. The life cycle may re- 
quire freezing or cool tem- 
peratures, or stratification of 
some seeds. 

5. By starting seeds indoors, 
we can prevent frost loss. 


Germinating 

99% of gardeners start seed- 
ing too soon indoors. Read the 
instructions on your packag- 
es and check the germination 
time. Packages usually indi- 
cate whether seeds should be 


_planted indoors or out. Usu- 


ally, the finer the seed, the ear- 
lier the start, such as gerani- 
ums, impatiens, pansies and 
petunias. 

Larger seeds have more 
nourishment inside and ger- 
minate faster. Beware of start- 
ing these seeds too early or the 
plants may become leggy and 
root-bound while waiting for 
suitable weather forsransplant- 
ing outdoors. ~ 

Most seeds do not need 


light to germinate*Coolness *as'the-seeds-germzinate.

Soil 

Use soiless mix for plant- 
ing. This is a sterile soil made 
up of pearlite, vermiculite and 
peat moss.

Tiny seeds need no cover, or 
only a light sprinkling. Press 
down after planting. Tiny seeds 
are difficult to handle. Fold a 
small rectangular piece of card- 
board to make a trough, and 
tap the seeds into the soil, so 
they are spaced evenly. Place a 
tray under the seed containers 
and water with lukewarm wa- 
ter on the tray for the pots of 
soil to absorb. Watering from 
the top may disturb the seeds. 
Cover the seed pots and tray 
with a clear plastic cover. Place 
the trays on a warm base. Re- 
move the plastic cover as soon

Q. My children are 
university students, 
age 19 and 21.

There is no age 
limit for claiming 
medical expenses for 
children or other 
dependants. You can 
claim medical 
expenses you paid for 
anyone who is 
dependent on you for 
support, regardless of 
age. However, in the 
case of dependants 
age 18 or older, you 
can only claim the 
amount by which the 
dependenit’s expenses 
exceed 3% of his or 
her net income (to 
maximum of $1,813). 
You can also not 
claim more than 
$5,000 for each 
dependant. 


Health insurance 
premiums for private 
health insurance plans 
qualify as medical 
expenses.

While I applaud your ef- 
forts to simplify hydro bills 
in Ontario, | am afraid the 
new system still does little 
to encourage conservation. 
My electricity costs me about 
13 cents per kWh. Tell me 
that. Tell everyone that. Then 
cHarge me that. 

I really do not care how 

things add up to 13 cents 
per kWh anymore than | 
care how the cost of a loaf 
of bread ends up at $1.59. 
However, if that is the price, 
then I need to know it be- 
fore I can decide whether 
or not to buy. Do not quote 
me some artificially low fig- 
ure, and then add on a list 
of required extras to get to 
the final toté?. In the retail 
world, that would land you 
in court. 
If | choose to buy only half 
my current amount of elec- 
tricity I expect to pay only 
half the current bill. If I re- 
duce it further by using wood 
heat, solar and wind power 
and fluorescent bulbs I expect 
to pay even less. If] only need 
10 kWh per month I expect 
to pay $1.30 for it. 

That is how you encourage 
conservation and the use of 
alternative energy sources. 

Make it clear 
and make it so every user can 
easily see the monetary ben- 
efits to reducing electricity 
consumption. If I continue 
to use the same amount I 
continue to pay the same as 
now. If I reduce I pay cor- 
respondingly less.

- The Canadian Diabetes Asso- 
ciation today launched a new 
meal planning guide designed 
to help people with diabetes -- 
or those at risk for the disease 
-- choose the right foods and 
portion sizes to manage blood 
glucose levels and maintain a 
healthy body weight. 

Beyond the Basics: Meal Plan- 
ning for Healthy Eating, Dia- 
betes Prevention and Manage- 
ment is a new meal planning 
guide that groups foods into 
two main categories -- food 
groups that contain carbohy- 
drates and therefore raise blood 
glucose levels (grains and starch- 
es, fruits, milk and alternatives 
and snacks or sweet foods) and 
food groups that contain little 
or no carbohydrates (vegetables, 
meat and meat alternatives, fats 
and ‘extras’ such as Sugar-free 
foods and beverages, herbs, 
spices and condiments.) 


“Beyond the Basics-is de- 
signed primarily for an adult 
with type 2 diabetes, but any- 
one who wishes to understand 
carbohydrate levels of many 
common foods and portion 
size will find this tool useful,’ 
said Sharon Zeiler,Senior Man- 
ager, Nutrition Strategies and 
Initiatives. 

“Beyond the Basics will make 
it easier for people with diabe- 
tes to choose healthier foods, 
estimate the carbohydrate load 
in their meals, and get an idea 
of how to calculate the appro- 
priate portion size of the foods 
they eat,” said Zeiler. 

Servings of carbohydrate-rich 
foods are based on approxi- 
mately 15 grams of available 
carbohydrate per given measure 
(cup, 1/3 and 1/4 cup sizes). For 
example one 15 gram carbo- 
hydrate serving could be half 
a medium petato, a 30-gram 
slice of whole wheat bread or 


10 French fries. A meat or meat 
alternative could be an ounce of 
canned tuna, two tablespoons of 
natural peanut butter or a third 
of a cup of hummus. No portion 
guides are given for vegetables, 
as they very farely contribute 
to higher glucose levels. 

Within food groups, food 
items that are lower in fat, high- 
er in fibre and/or have a lower 
glycemic index (GI) value are 
categorized as being ‘choose 
more often’ foods. Others are 
categorized as ‘choose less often’ 
due to their higher fat, sugar or 
GI values. 

Beyond the Basics is also de- 
signed to help people with di- 
abetes make sense of the new 
‘nutrition facts’ labels now on 
most packaged foods. “People 
with diabetes or anyone wishing 
to choose appropriate portions 
and select healthier foods can 
look at a packaged food's nutri- 


tion facts label to read the fa 
cholesterol and.earbohydrat 
levels, and then use Beyond th 
Basics to see how that particu 
lar food fits into their health 
eating plan,’ said Eleeta Armi 
RD, CDE. 

Beyond the Basics is avail 
able from diabetes educator! 
dietitians and regional office 
of the Canadian Diabetes As 
sociation. “We designed it pr 
marily as a teaching tool for d 
abetes educators working wit 
people with diabetes who wis 
to manage their blood glucos 
levels and maintain a health 
body weight,” said Armit. 

‘The new meal planning guic 
is aligned with the food grou 
cited in Canada’s Food Guic 
to Healthy Eating and reflects 
list of multicultural foods con 
mon to 11 cultural groups (Fir 
Nations, Barbadian, Chines

International Youth and Mu- 
sic Festival in Vienna, Austria, 
and placed third in the 2003 
Festival. In 2004, the Youth 
Chorale participated as one 
of ten choirs selected for the 
Ontario Sings project and, last 
year, received a coveted invi- 
tation to perform at Carnegie 
Hall in New York City. 

The latter invitation is on 
hold for at least one more year; 
the choir leaves for the Neth- 
erlands April 27 for a 12-day 
performance tour and partic- 
ipation in the commemora- 
tive celebrations of the 60th 
anniversary of the country’s 
liberation. The Youth Chorale 
is the only Canadian choir in- 
vited to take part in the an- 
niversary celebration and it 
will also take part in the Neth- 
erlands’ Remembrance Day 
ceremonies and lay a wreath 
at one of the cemeteries. 


There are two parts to the 
Chorus: the Chamber Choir, 
which is a training choir, made 
up of children from Grades 
5-8, and the Youth Chorale, 
which is the touring choir. 
Together, the group involves 
75 musically-talented children 
from all over the two coun- 
ties. Each year, auditions are 
held in every school within the 
board for children in grades 5 
to 12. Once chosen, the stu- 
dents and their parents trav- 
el to Belleville’s St. Andrew's 
Presbyterian Church at least 
two times a week, September 
to June, from as far away as 
Bancroft and Whitney to the 
north, Picton and Wellington 
to the east. For the trip to the 
Netherlands, the Youth Cho- 
rale singers have learned 20 
new songs since Christmas, 
a program that has demand- 
ed three five-hour practices 


a week. 


The H&PE Children’s 
Chorus is sponsored by the 
Hastings & Prince Edward 
District School Board for 
whom Heijdens was a mu- 
sic teacher and coordinator 
of the Arts until he retired 12 
years ago. However, the ma- 
jority of the choirs’ $100,000 
annual budget depends ona 
group of dedicated parents, 
the Parent Support Group, 
which fundraises every year 
to pay for the group’s tours. 
Corporations, foundations

These 
kids are wonderful to hear 
and the choir is a terrific part 
of their personal and musical 
development and of the cul- 
tural fabric of our area. 


“We think our fundraising

Northumberland - ‘The pro- 
vincial Liberal government is 
improving care for residents 
of Northumberland by invest- 
ing $191,104 in the diagnos- 
tic and medical equipment 
required to care for them in 
their homes and communi- 
ty. The announcement came 
from MPP Lou Rinaldi, on 
behalf of Health and Long- 
Term Care Minister George 
Smitherman. 

“This investment means peo- 
ple in Northumberland and 
Quinte West will have increased 


access to home care,” said Rin- 


aldi. “Our government under- 
stands that the best kind of 
care is delivered closer to home 
whenever possible.” 

Ontario is investing a total 
of $9.1 million in Community 
Care Access Centres (CCACs) 
and Community Support Ser- 
vices (CSS) around the prov- 
ince. The money will be used 
to purchase medical equipment 
to assist people in their own 
homes, in supportive housing 
and adult day programs in the 
community. The equipment 
includes mechanical lifts, bath- 
ing equipment, intravenous 
and feeding pumps, as well as 


devices designed to increase 
mobility such as door open- 
ers and wheelchairs. 

This announcement un- 
derscores the government's 
record investments in home 
care, which for 2004/05 in- 
clude a funding increase of 
$103 million. 

“We have committed to pro- 
viding home care to 95,700 
more Ontarians by 2007/08,” 
said Smitherman. “The diag- 
nostic and medical equipment 
were investing in will strength- 
en the foundation of our home 
care system, allowing us to do 
exactly that.”

The PMRA 
is continuing despite the high 
health risks, the local commit- 
tee explains. 

The PMRA is a federal regu- 
latory body responsible for the 
regulation of pesticides in Can- 
ada, within Health Canada. 2,4- 
D is the most common weed- 
killer used on lawns, and is one 
of the pesticide active ingredi- 
ents to be banned from use on 
all green spaces across the Prov- 
ince of Quebec. 

The “acceptable risk” of using 
this pesticide depends on users 
following complicated label in- 
structions.” 


« Pesticide drift cannot be com- 
pletely eliminated, only reduced, 
says a recent industry report. 

+ Studies of 2,4-D in com- 
bination with other herbicides 
were excluded (despite the PM- 
RAs statement that it is “usually 
used in combination’). 

* The PMRA excluded the 
only kind of human studies that 
are ethically possible 

(epidemiological studies). -

‘The advisory council was 
also asked to develop its report, 
keeping in mind the govern- 
ment’s commitment to imple- 
ment all of the O'Connor rec- 
ommendations. The review 
was initiated as part of the 
government’ efforts to address 
the concerns of municipall- 
ties, public health units and 
hundreds of small privately 
run systems across the prov- 
ince about having difficulties 
meeting the stringent require- 
ments of Ontario Regulation 
170/03, made under the Safe 
Drinking Water Act, 2002. 

The advisory council found 
that the basic drinking water 
quality standards and level of 
safety should not be com- 
promised but could be better 
implemented. Its review also 
noted that the current regu- 
lation is costly and complex. 
The report's 22 recommenda- 
tions propose a framework 
for managing smaller, private 
drinking water systems that 
includes: « Implementing 
a risk-based, site-specific ap- 
proach for all commercial and 
institutional facilities such as 
bed and breakfasts, churches 
and community centres, camps 
and cabins, trailer parks, sea- 
sonal operations, schools and 
daycares. Facilities would need 
to comply with the Ontario 
drinking water quality stan-

Arising mostly from excessive anxiety, obsessive-com- 
pulsive disorder (OCD) includes simple doubts such as 
whether the lights are off or the door not locked. There 
may be unrealistic fear of germs, or worries about having 
harmed somebody. Disturbing sexual or le es 
may be frequent. Such obsessions are often acco 
by feelings of fear and disgust. Typical compulsions i in- 
clude repeated hand washing, constantly checking and 
arranging things, and counting: These actions provide 
only temporary relief from anxiety. 

People with OCD are under great stress. ‘Their ability 
to enjoy a balanced life is impaired and relationships at 
work and at home can suffer. Many people feel ashamed 
and are secretive about their behaviour, refusing to be- 
lieve they have a problem. If you recognize yourself (or 
a family member) in these symptoms, get help promptly 
because depression and serious relationship problems 
can arise ifOCDisnottreated.

“We will 
carefully consider the council's 
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advice, as well as the input we 
have received from munici- 
palities and owners of private 
systems. Our goal is to devel- 
op a more workable approach 
that ensures high level of pub- 
lic health protection” 

The advisory council held 
12 public consultation ses- 
sions in smaller communi- 
ties across the province. The 
council has recommended a 
new way of regulating water 
systems for facilities, such as 
churches, community halls, 
bed and breakfasts and tour- 
ist outfitters. 

Key recommendations in- 
clude providing public health 
units with responsibility for 
inspecting these systems, and 
case-by-case evaluations to 
establish testing and treat- 
ment requirements. 

“We consulted extensive- 
ly with drinking water ex- 
perts and with system own- 
ers and operators across the 
province,’ Dombrowsky said. 
“Clean water is essential to 
the health of all Ontarians. 
We remain committed to 
protecting Ontario's drink- 
ing water in accordance with 
the recommendations of the 
Walkerton Inquiry.” 

This has opened the doors 
once more for small halls and 
Churches to continue their 
work.

Guelph - The Ontario gov- 
ernment is making it easier 
for farmers to claim their re- 
tail sales tax (RST) exemp- 
tion when purchasing eligible 
farm-related goods, services 
and insurance for their busi- 
nesses, Minister of Agricul- 
ture and Food Steve Peters 
announced this week. 

Effective April 1, 2005, On- 
tario producers will be allowed 
to use their general farm or- 
ganization identification cards 
in place of a purchase exemp- 
tion certificate to obtain point- 
of-sale retail sales tax exemp- 
tions. 

“The McGuinty government 


is acting on advice from gen- 
eral farm organizations and 
keeping a promise made in 
our last budget,” said Peters. 
“The use of the farmer iden- 
tification card simplifies the 
way farmers are able to obtain 
retail sales tax exemptions on 
eligible farm-related goods, 
services and insurance.” 

The announcement is the 
result of consultations be- 
tween the Ontario Ministry 
of Agriculture and Food, the 
Ministry of Finance and gen- 
eral farm organizations, and 
complements the existing tax 
exemption system. Produc- 
ers who are not members of 


one of the general farm or- 
gariizations will still be able 
to use their existing purchase 
exemption certificate, or ap- 
ply to the Ministry of Finance 
for a refund. 

“We're proud of our com- 
mitment to Ontario’ farmers,’ 
Finance Minister Greg Sorba- 
ra said. “Minister Peters fas 
done, and continues to do, an 
excellent job of ensuring that 
their voices are heard in our 
deliberations.” 

Information notices will be 
sent to retailers and all pro- 
ducers registered with the 
Farm Business Registration 
program.

Multiple Sclerosis, (MS), is a

federal funding is no April 
Fool's Joke, but a potentially 
devastating blow for a local 
agency that helps job seekers 
in Northumberland Coun- 
ty. 

The Help Centre - a Co- 
bourg-based agency that 
helped 700 people in Nor- 
thumberland County find 
work last year - is scrambling 
to maintain services after hear- 
ing its federal funding will 
end on April 1, 2005. The de- 
cision by Human Resources 
Skills Development Canada 


Hydro Fracturing is the process of using water under extreme pressure to break the 
barrier that is preventing an underground water source from flowing freely into a 
well. This is not a new technology; the process has been used in oil fields for some 
94 years. The technology 1s new to the water-well industry. This machine fractures 
the underground rock and opens up the fissures already existing in the rock. 


Highly Technical Machine. The high-pressure components for our machines have 
come directly from the oil fields. The machine produces over 6000 pst (pounds per 
square inch) and pumps up to 200 GPM (gallons per minute), creating an extremely 
high pressure in the well. The extreme high pressure opens blocked water veins, 
producing a higher output well. By fracturing an existing drilled well, we can 
improve the flow of the well, even if the well is considered dry, or has gone dry after 
many productive years. To fracture an existing well, there is no mess of digging up 
lawns or cutting asphalt driveways to hook up pump in new wells. The cost of 
dnilling a new well can be considerable, with no guarantee of increasing the present 
GPM. To increase our success to 99%, we have developed a system called a double 
packer, where we can isolate a zone 12-20 ft. by blocking an area top and bottom, 
then put a pipe with holes in it between our packers. No pressure can go beyond the 
two packers. This allows us to open up more areas In the wells called aquifers. This 
system can also be used in wells where an area of bad water exists. We can go above 
and below where good water is found. For example, if salt or sulphur is found at the 
bottom of a well it can be plugged up and we can fracture nearer the top in the rock 
where water quality 1s better

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Since its inception in 1983, 
the Help Centre hag provid- 
ed free employment counsel- 
ling services to Northumber- 
land residents. In particular 
with the HRSDC funding, the 
Help Centre was able to as- 
sist job seekers with resources 
and preparation in market- 
ing themselves to potential 
employers. 

Funding from HRSDC 
makes up just over one-third 
of the Help Centre's budget, 
but also was critical in sup- 
porting other services pro- 
vided by the agency. The Help 
Centre - which is a Northum- 
berland United Way member 
agency - also assists Northum- 
berland residents with federal 
benefits, income tax rebates, 
utility cutoffs and housing. 

Before the axe was dropped 
on its federal funding, Bel- 
laire notes the Help Centre 
was already coping with a cut 
in last year’s federal funding 
that saw it lose one full-time 
staff person. The latest body 
blow delivered by HRSDC 
will see Help Centre staff- 
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who will be “stretched sig- 
nificantly” to respond to the 
1,200 phone and walk-in cli- 
ents the agency gets monthly, 
Bellaire adds. 

“The Help Centre is still 
here to help, but obviously it 
won't be business as usual,” 
she says. “That's most unfor- 
tunate because we aren't the 
ones profiting from federal 
support. It's the community 
and the clients we help.” 

Bellaire and her fellow 
Board of Director members 
are making last-ditch efforts 
to convince Northumberland- 
Quinte West MP Paul Macklin 
and HRSDC officials about the 
value of maintaining federal 
funding for the Help Centre. 
Their Help The Help Centre 
Campaign also urges Nor- 
thumberland residents to 
write MP Macklin and sign 
a petition asking the feder- 
al government to reconsider 
the cuts. 

Failing that, Bellaire admits 
Help Centre staff and support- 
ers face tough decisions about 
the agency's future. 
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Warkworth---What have a law- 
yer, a writer, a house painter and a 
sheep farmer got in common? 

The answer to the riddle: all 
four live in the village of Wark- 
worth and once worked in the 
professional theatre. 

Now they are staging “a come- 
back” by forming a new acting 
ensemble, to be known as The 
Village Theatre Company. 

The four members of the new 
troupe are Paul Rapsey (the law- 
yer), Wendy Lang (the writer), 
Ray Petrasek (the painter) and 
director Teresa Castonguay (the 
sheep farmer). 

Their first full production 
will be “Betrayal”, a love trian- 
gle story by Harold Pinter, the 
leading living playwright in the 
English-speaking world. There 
are three performances sched- 
uled for the Warkworth Town 
Hall Centre for the Performing 
Arts on the Victoria Day long 
weekend in May. 

The Village Theatre Compa- 
ny has chosen a topical play in 
“Betrayal’, even though it was 
written by Pinter 17 years ago. 
‘The play examines the devastat- 

ing effects of an affair on both a 
marriage and a friendship, but 
what makes it unique is that it 
is told in reverse order, running 
from the end of the affair back 
to its early beginnings. 

“Unfortunately betrayal has 
not gone out of style,” says Cas- 
tonguay, the director, “Infidelity 
is still with us, so Pinter's play is- 
still a very accurate depiction 
of life” 

And she says “Betrayal”.will 
certainly test the skills of the three 
actors on-stage: “The motivation 
behind these guys coming back 
to the stage is to try out the mus- 
cles they haven't exercised for a 
while to see if they still have the 
same licks’ 

Collectively the three actors 
have 30 years of experience in 
professional theatre. 

“Coming back after so long 
away from the theatre, I didn't

the perfect choice because it is so 
challenging,’ said Wendy Lang, 
45, a graduate of the American

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Ganaraska Conversation 
planning prescribed burn 


Ganaraska Forest---In mid to late April, the Ganaraska Region 
Conservation Authority (GRCA) will be conducting a prescribed 
burn on a tallgrass prairie remnant in the Ganaraska Forest. 

Tallgrass prairie and savanna are two of the most threatened 
habitat types in North America, and were historically maintained 
by fires. Numerous tallgrass prairie and savanna remnants have 
been discovered on sandy soils in the eastern portion of the Oak 
Ridges Moraine, and several ecological restoration initiatives are 
now occurring in the area. 

This particular burn will be the first undertaken by the GRCA 
as part of the new Ganaraska Plains Initiative (GPI), a project 
designed to protect and restore these rare ecosystems on public 
and private lands through cooperative efforts. ; 

The GRCA received a grant from the Oak Ridges Moraine 
Foundation for the Ganaraska Plains Initiative, which covers 
a large portion of the moraine from the Pontypool area‘to the 
Hamilton and Alnick-Haldimand townships boundary in Nor- 
thumberland County. Other initiatives are already in place to 
restore tallgrass remnants further east. 

Given that some of the best prairie remnants in the Ganara- 
ska Plains area are found on Conservation Authority lands, the 
GRCA decided to launch the active restoration component of 
the project by commencing work in the Ganaraska Forest on a 
site referred to as the Ochonski property. 

‘This five-acre prairie remnant features big bluestem grass, 
hoary vervain, wild bergamot and other prairie plants. How- 
ever, the site is currently dominated by non-native grasses and 
weed species. The prescribed burn is expected to give the prai 
rie plants a competitive edge. Work on the Ochonski site com- 
menced in 2004 with a baseline inventory of birds and butter- 
flies, as well asa line transect plant survey. A prescribed burn 
plan has now been completed. 

The burn is to be conducted by Lands and Forests Consult- 
ing, a group of experienced professionals who have conducted 

many prescribed burns on prairie remnants across southern 
} Ontario. The burn will provide an outreach opportunity to at 
tract more public attention to the values of tallgrass habitats on 
this part of the Oak Ridges Moraine.

Foaling Season 
Mares can be masters of disguise when it comes to letting you know 
when they will foal. Some mares will get wax on their teats 
approximately 24 hours before they foal, while others will do it days 
to weeks ahead. The average gestation length is 340 days although 
it can vary quite a bit! It is important that close to the expected date, 
the mare be ina clean, large area with fresh straw as bedding during 
the overnight periods. . 
The first stage of labour takes minutes to a few hours. During this 
time, the foal is getting into its final position and the cervix is 
relaxing, The mare will be restless, and may lie down and get up 
several times. The first stage ends when her water breaks. 
The second stage of labour is when the foal is delivered. The front 
feet and muzzle should appear first covered by a thin blue-green 
see-through membrane. The foal should be mostly out of the mare 
within 20 minutes of pushing, or your veterinarian needs to be 
called. 
The third stage of labour involves the expulsion of the placenta. This 
needs to happen within 3-4 hours, or the mare can become quite 
sick. Call your veterinarian if it is not passed within that time. Be 
sure to save the placenta to be examined as well! This is an important 
yart of the mare and foal check in the first 12-18 hours.

Clover.

Talk about a lawn made in 
heaven, what ever happened 
to clover? Many are the hours 
| remember as a kid, hunting 
for four-leafed clover in the 
family lawn.

The only down-side that I 
can see is that some people 
don't want bees around. If 
these are a concern, use Bird’s- 
foot trefoil instead.

10. It’s hardy. It survives 
not only Canadian winters: 
it tolerates foot traffic and 
kids playing on it. 

9. It’s adaptable. It thrives 
in sunny or shady areas. 

8. It self-spreads to fill in 
the gaps on the lawn. It can 
be mixed with your exist- 
ing grass to fill in the bare 
spots.

MADOC REVIEW 


Young Musician:, Chandan Trask, Pianist | Local vocalist wins att 


Twelve year old Chandan Trask 
is a pianist with a remarkable ap- 
titude for the instrument and a 
truly special musical talent. He 
began piano lessons less than 
three years ago. Within his first 
two years of study he completed 
the Royal Conservatory of Music 
Grade 2 piano examination with 
a mark of 93 %. The same year 
he placed first in his graded pia- 
no solo class at the Stirling Festi- 
val of Sacred Praise with a mark 
of 89%. With his duet partner 
Sebastian Sallans of Madoc, he 
earned a mark of 90% and won 
the Ioline M. Grant Award for 
highest result in the entire Festi- 
val for Piano Duet classes. 

Chandan parents, Kevin and 
Babita, explain why they enrolled 
their son in piano lessons when he 
was 9 years old: “We love music, 
and though Chandan didnt watch 
a lot of tv. by today’s standards 
we still found it depressing to see 
our son wasting his time there” 
Now Chandan practices for at least 
an hour every day, seven days a 
week. If a day of practice has to 
be missed for travel, the hour is 
made up upon return. Chandans 
results at festival and in examina- 
tion show clearly that the effort 
repays. Chandan is now preparing 
for his Grade TV exam, ateom- 
plishing in three years a level of 
study that often requires at least 
five years to approach. 

The piano was chosen because, 
as Chandan’ father puts it, “the 
piano provides the surest means 
toward the most complete un- 
derstanding of music. ..melody, 
rhythm, harmony...piano has 
it all?” Chandan’s rapid progress 
through the stepping stones of 
classical training at the piano is 
possible partly because of his par- 
ents commitment to attendance at 
lessons and quality practice. But 
this young man also has a natural 
gift for the technique required of 
a serious pianist. His teacher ob- 
serves, “When I show Chandan 
a technical correction, a differ- 
ent way of using use his hands 
in order to overcome a difficulty 
or to achieve a certain effect, the 
response is so automatic, it is as 
though he already knew what to 
do. He just had to be reminded. 
When he plays, [know why I love 
the piano and all it can do” 

Chandan studies classical pia- 
no because formal training is the 
surest way to develop a first-rate 
piano technique and the ability to 
play any sort of music. He and 
his family listen to many differ-_ 
ent types of music however, and 
Chandan's first love is rock and 
jazz piano. His favourite artist is 
Michael Kaeshammer whom he 
recently heard in performance. 
When Chandan is asked about 
what he liked best that Kaesh- 
ammer did, he reveals a remark- 
ably adventuresome attitude: “T 
really liked it when he put the 
squeegee and other things in the 
piano and made the piano sound 
different, Chandan says. He is 
referring to Kaeshammer’s impro- 
visations for “prepared” piano, a 


piano is altered in different, often 
bizarre ways to produce novel 
sounds. "I also liked the way he 
played the same pieces differently 
each time I heard him, reterring 
tothe improvisational aspect of 
Kaeshammer' style. 

In grade six, Chandan enjoys 
reading, canoeing, swimming, 
skiing, golfing, cyding, and build- 
ing furniture. His father says, 
“He likes to criticize his dad and 
pester his mother and grumbles 
when asked to do house-work” 
In these things Chandan seems 
very much like any other twelve- 
year-old. But when he sits down 
at the keyboard something spe- 
cial happens. When asked what 
he liked about performing for an 
audience, Chandan remarked, 
“I like the applause. | like being 
able to play the pieces once I've 
learned them. When I started

In Canada, the short Scotsman from the United States, 
created 125 libraries, with $ 2,556,660, a tidy sum in 1911. 

His literary beginnings began earlier in the 1800's, with “a letter 
to the editor” when he met with snubbed noses, being barred from 
free membership in Col. James Andersonis “Mechanics and Appren- 
tices Library. 

it was 1853 when he took the matter to the local news paper in a 
letter to the editor; “This, then, is held to be the duty of the man of 
wealth: first, to set an example of modest unostentatious living, shun- 
ning display; to provide moderately for the legitimate wants of those 
dependent upon him; and, after doing so, to consider all surplus rev- 
enues which come to him simply as trust funds which he is strictly 
bound as a matter of duty to administer in the manner which, in his 
judgment, is best calculated to produce the most beneficial results for 
the community.” 

He won a victory through his words printed in the local newspaper, 
with his wealthy beginnings focused on his own community. Our com- 
munities are being reminded time and time again that the wealth of 
truth lies in our hearts and perhaps just needs to be followed up on.

Cobourg - A Canadian hero has 
died. 
Lieutenant-Colonel The Rev- 
erend John Weir Foote, a man 
who distinguished himself at 
the Battle of Dieppe and the 
only Canadian chaplain to win 
the Victoria Cross, died May 2, in 
Cobourg. He was 83. 
Rev. Foote, who lived for many 
years in Norwood, earned his 
VC award - the highest military 
award given to those who serve 
the commonwealth - for help- 
ing the wounded soldiers on the 
beaches of Dieppe after the hor- 
rific allied invasion of August, 
1942. the Lieutenant-Colonel 
gave up his place on one of the 
rescue crafts becoming a volun- 
tary prisoner-of-war. 
As a POW, he gave up his officer 
privileges and was transferred 
to a regular camp where he 
ministered to captured allied 
soldiers. Rev. Foote was later

How To Start Your Own Garden 


Gardening is a wonderful 
pastime. What could be better 
than a hobby that adds beauty 
to your home, value to your 
property and can be enjoyed 
for a lifetime? For many begin- 
ners, however, starting a gar- 
den can be intimidating and 
daunting. Often, people are 
scared to devote the time and 
energy to start a Ume-consum- 
ing project that may have some 
failures along the way. But by 
taking a few simple steps, any 
novice can easily sow his own 


successful garden. 


When starting your garden, 


consider its environment -- the 
quality: of the soil, the temper 
ature and the amount of sun- 
light and water plants will re 
ceive. Every garden is different, 
but there are a variety of plants 
available that can suit the most 
diverse conditions. 


SOIL QUALITY 

Soil quality is one of the most 
important parts of a successful 
garden (and one of the easiest 
things to improve). Is your soil 
dark and loose, does it retain 
moisture, and is it free of weeds? 
if so, youre off to a good start. It 
not, the best thing to do is start 


from scratch. Dig up the existing 


dirt and replace it with quality 
topsoil mixed with organic hu- 
mus from a local nursery. Do- 
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ing this will ensure that you're 
starting with a base that is nu- 
trient rich and weed free. 


PLANT SELECTION 

When it comes to plant se- 
lection, it’s important to under- 
stand the difference between 
annuals and perennials. An- 
nuals, such as marigolds, pan- 
sies and daisies, grow over the 
course of one season, and then 
die. Perennials, suchas alys- 
sum, hollyhock and lavender, 
grow over the course of a sea- 
son and can return for many 
years. They can be less work 
because you don’t have to re- 
seed or re-plant each season, 
and the soil has time to nur- 
ture its inhabitants 

But perennials often dont 
reach maturity the first season 
they're planted. So it's often best 
to mix vour first garden with 
annuals and perennials. Mixing 
the two will set up vour garden 
for a great future, while deliver- 
ing variety in the present. 


LIGHT 
Gauge the amount of sun- 
light your garden gets. Different 


plants thrive in various levels ot 


sunlight. If you're unsure, look 
for hardy plants that do well in 


a variety of conditions. Pansies, 


for example, grow well in direct 
sunlight or partial shade.

PLANTS VS. SEEDS 

When it comes to purchasing 
plants, gardeners often have to 
choose between grown plants 
and seeds. Seeds are cheaper, 
but note that the process can be 
difficult. Many types of seeds 
need to be germinated indoors, 
and young sprouts can be vul- 
nerable to weather and insects. 
It’s wiser to start with hardy 
plants that were grown in a nurs- 
ery. Weather is also important; 
find out which garden zone you 
are in (consult the USDA map 
online at www.usna.usda.gov/ 
Hardzone/index.html), and buy 
plants that are appropriate for 
your region. 


TOOLS 

Every job requires the right 
tools. Go to a local nursery or 
garden center and purchase a 
hand trowel, rake, pickax and 
pruners. Before planting, rake 
the soil and water it thorough- 


ly. Lay in your plants accord- 
ing to their care instructions 
at the right time of the season 
(often after the last frost), in 
a section of the garden that 
will provide adequate sun- 
light. Make sure they receive 
the recommended amount of 
water, and inspect them regu- 
larly to make sure they are free 
of insects and other pests. Be 
on the lookout for weeds and 
pluck them weekly. 

If you take things slowly and 
start with easy-to-grow plants 
that receive adequate sunlight, 
water and healthy soil, you're 90 
percent done. As always with 
nature, problems can arise -- 
such as bad weather or unex- 
pected pests -- but don't let mi- 
nor setbacks distract you from 
enjoying your hobby. If you run 
into trouble, ask an employee 
at your local nursery for some 
help. Then sit back and enjoy 
your beautiful garden!

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(MS) -- There may be a bat- 
tle brewing in your backyard 
between your trees and your 
grass. Trees and turf tend to 
be mutually exclusive -- you 
won't see many trees growing 
in the prairies or grasslands, 
and grass is uncommon on the 
forest floor. 

Our urban landscapes rep- 
resent an unnatural ecosystem 
in which we force two some- 
what incompatible plant types 
together and expect optimum 
performance from each. Trees 
and turf compete for sunlight, 
water, mineral nutrients, and 
growing space below ground. 
Turf roots typically out-com- 
pete tree roots and win the 
below-ground battle. But the 
dense shade of a tree's crown 
can be too much competition 
for turf, enabling trees to win 
the aerial war. Shade leads to 
reduced grass density, increased 
root competition, and increased 
weed invasion. In order for turf 
and trees to cohabitate, here are 
some areas you should con- 
sider: 

* Pruning for light penetra- 
tion -- Pruning to increase light 
penetration should be consid- 
ered, keeping in mind that it is 


usually not a permanent solu- 


tion. Remember that trees will 
grow into the voids created by 
pruning. That's why a rule of 
thumb is not to remove more

than one-fourth of the tree's fo- 
liage-bearing crown in a single 
pruning. Ifa tree is thinned too 
much, it will be stressed and 
will probably produce many 
watersprouts (suckers) along 
its branches to compensate for 
lost foliage. This process de- 
feats the purpose of pruning 
to allow more light penetra- 
tion. It may help to “raise” a 
tree's crown (crown raising) 
to improve light penetration. 
Crown raising involves the re- 
moval of lower branches on 
trees, and most tree species are 
quite tolerant of this pruning 
practice. 

* Root Control -- Some trees 
tend to form surface roots, 
which can be a major problem 
in lawns. Homeowners always 
want to know to what extent 
they can prune or remove tree 
roots without killing the tree. 
Because cut roots tend to de- 
velop more roots, root pruning 
is generally not a solution. 

The most simple maintenance 
recommendation is also the 
most important. Mulch. Mulch- 
ing the root areas of trees is one 
of thi@least expensive but most 
beneficial things you can do to 
enhance tree health and min- 
imize competition with turf. 
Mulch helps retain soil mois- 
ture, moderates soil tempera- 
ture, and reduces competition 
from weeds. Organic mulch can 


help condition the soil and im- 
prove microbial activity. 

Apply mulch about 2 to 4 
inches deep, but do not pile it 
against the tree trunks. As far as 
the trees are concerned, the big- 
ger the mulched area the better. 
Mulch groups of trees together, 
and extend the mulched areas 
as far out as practical. 

* Fertilization -- There is a 
long-standing, but inaccurate, 
belief that trees must be “deep- 
root” fertilized. This notion is 
associated with the myth that a 
tree’s root system is an under- 
ground mirror of the crown. 
Because most of the absorb- 
ing roots are actually in the up- 


per few inches of soil, it makes 


little sense to place the fertil- 
izer deeper. 

If you are fertilizing your 
lawn and trees are occupying 
the same area, the trees might 
not require supplemental fertil- 
ization. The key to any fertiliza- 
tion program is to base the ap- 
plication on the plant's needs. 

* Mowing -- Most people 
don't realize the degree of dam- 
age that can be caused by the 
bumping of a mower or the 
whipping action of a nylon 
string trimmer, A tree's bark 
can only provide so much pro- 
tection against these devices. 
Young, thin-barked trees can 
be damaged almost immediate- 
ly. In the worst-case scenario,

the trees may die. Those that 
are not killed will be stressed 
(weak and susceptible), and 
wounds may serve as entry 
points for diseases, borers or 
other insects. 

* Chemical treatments 
Herbicides, especially broad- 
leaf weed killers, are often used 
on lawns: It is important to re- 
member, however, that most 
trees are broadleaved plants and 
can be injured or killed if high 
enough doses reach them. Ho- 
meowners must keep in mind 
that “weed and feed” fertilizers 
contain herbicides, which can 
damage trees. 

* Achieving a balance -- Trees 
and turf can peacefully coex- 
ist, even thrive, in a landscape. 
Armed with an understanding 
of how each affects the other, 
a homeowner can modify the 
environment and the main 
tenance procedures to opti- 
mize the growing conditions 
for both. 

One of the best ways to be 
assured you are making wise 
decisions regarding your trees 
is to educate yourself on some 
of the basic principles of tree 
care. The International Society 
of Arboriculture offers con- 
sumer information about trees 
at www.treesaregood.com.

Hydro Fracturing is the process of using water under extreme pressure to break the 
barrier that is preventing an underground water source from flowing freely. into a 
well. This is not a new technology; the process has been used in oil fields for some 
95 years. The technology is new to the water-well industry. This machine fractures 
the underground rock and opens up the fissures already existing in the rock. 


Highly Technical Machine. The high-pressure components for our machines have | 
come directly from the oil fields. The machine produces over 6000 psi (pounds per 
square inch) and pumps up to 200 GPM (gallons per'minute), creating an extremely 
high pressure in the well.

Many misconceptions exist 


about the different kinds and 
varying degrees of vision loss. 
__Acommon misconception is that 
blind people live in a world of 
total darkness. This is not com- 
monly the case. More than 80 per 
cent of people with changed vision 
retain some ability to see. 

Even a person with profound 
vision loss may be able to de- 
termine the outlines of objects, 
light perception or the absence 
of light, light projection, or what 
direction the light may be com- 
ing from. 

Unmasking the Myths and 
Misconceptions 
. Overprotection of blind and 
visually impaired people by those 
who are sighted is often the re- 
sult of the mystery and mis- 
conceptions. The most im- 
portant thing to remember 
is to treat visually impaired 
and blind people with dig- 
nity and courtesy. Remem- 
ber the following tips when 
you meet a blind or visually 
impaired person: 

People with vision problems 
are not deaf. Identify yourself, 
address them by name if you 
can. Tell them when you are 
leaving. 

When offering assistance, be 
direct. Simply ask, “May I be of 
help?” 

Never grab a blind persons 
arm. Permit him to take your 
arm and say “Here's my left (or 
right) arm’. 

When guiding a blind or vi- 
sually impaired person, walk at 
a normal pace. Hesitate slightly 
before stepping up or down. 

When giving directions, dont 
point or say “over there”. Use 
landmarks or identify streets 
by name. 

If you are not sure how much 
the person can see, ask! 

Do not hesitate to use words 
like “see”, “look” or “read”; blind 
or visually impaired people will 
not be offended by your use of 
these words. 

It may be beneficial to de- 
scribe surroundings such as 


Eating 
Disorders. 


How we eat is directly tied-in 
to our emotional health. Obe- 
sity isn’t always about food. 
Any of several eating disor- 
ders may be your response to 
painful personal problems that 
you don't want to deal with. 
Weight going up and down, 
obsessing on diet, dangerously 
skinny, bingeing and fasting 

- these can be signs of seri- 
ous trouble.

Never distract or feed a in

how long the stage will last in 
terms of days or weeks. 

Caring friends and family can 
demonstrate their concern by an 
act of “presence”. By just being 
there you can be supportive and 
no specific action or words are 
necessary. Encouraging a false 
hope that vision will be restored 
is not a good idea. 


Sadness, Depression 
and Denial 


‘The person may express these 
feelings through a strong nega- 
tive attitude, a very frustrating 
experience for caregivers and 
family members. 

People with reserved person- 
alities may manifest their feelings 
in quiet disappointment and self- 
pity. More volatile personalities 
may express their resentment 
an@bitterness verbally. 

Outright denial of the situation 
or refusal to accept visual limi- 
tations may be one reaction. At 
this point a person may refuse 
contact with an agency for the 
blind. She may well equate going

cycle: feelings of inadequacy 
or lack of control, depression, 
anger, loneliness. But these 
concerns will not be resolved 
through a focus on calories, 
body shape and weight. While 
it’s natural to deny there is a 
problem, ignoring it is dan- 
gerous - the resulting lifestyle 
can be deadly. 

Left untreated, eating dis- 
orders can, and do, lead to 
life-threatening conditions. 
They can also be hard to de- 
tect. Even someone at normal 
weight can be at risk for seri- 
ous health problems. Some of 
the warning signs: social with- 
drawal; claims of feeling fat 
when weight is normal or low; 


to an agency with giving up all 
hope. But denial can also serve 
as a buffer until the blind or vi- 


sually impaired person is ready 


to accept the fact that her life has 


been severely disrupted. 

Depression or sadness is not 
a poor prognostic sign. Do not 
attempt to prevent it. Encourage 
the person to express her feel- 
ings of sadness and fear and 
you may hasten the passing of 
severe depression. 


Realization 


As the person starts to emerge 
from her state of depression and 
begins to recognize the inevi- 
table effect of changed vision, 
she may become more fearful 
and react with anger. She may 
project this anger at others as 
one way of compensating. The 
medical profession, care- 
givers, family and friends 
can all become the object 
of her anger. 

A blind or visually im- 
paired person may insist on 
opinions from a variety of 
eye specialists. She may become 
hostile toward community health 
personnel who are trying to offer 
support services. Sudden feelings 
of being different and a sense of 
loss of control may be the basis 
for this kind of response. 


Family and friends often share - 


some of the anger. Tolerance of the 
persons anger can be difficult when 
their own feelings are so intense. 
At sucha time, an outside coun- 
and reduce the hostility. 


Acceptance 


Does a blind or visually im- 
paired person ever truly accept 
her changed vision? You may find 
the answer if you examine your 
own reactions to severe loss. It 
may be more realistic to describe 
adaptation as accepting the un- 
pleasant reality of the situation 
by recognizing remaining as- 
sets and capabilities. A total ad- 
justment to visual impairment 
can only be achieved when the 
person recognizes that the loss 
is final and irreversible. 


Mind

Eating disorders are tough 
to identify and tougher to 
deal with. Learn all the facts 
and make sure you under- 
stand what is happening.

ada began its formation , promi- 
nent persons like the church pillar 
Egerton Ryerson, chief superin- 
tendent of education in Upper 
Canada and a father of the Ca- 
nadian Methodist movement of- 
fered this report to the Legslative 
Assembly concerning education 
of Indian students: “Their edu- 
cation must consist not merely 
of the training of the mind, but 
ofa weaning from the habits and 
feelings of their ancestors, and 
the acquirement of the language, 
arts and customs of civilized life” 
Very young children were sepa- 
rated from their families- some 
even kidnapped and removed 
by force, and taken to residen- 
tial schools that were operated 
by the federal government and 
the major churches. The goal 
to promote English language, 
Christian faith, and learning of a 
trade was accomplished amidst 
alleged sexual abuse, violence, 
power struggles, squalid living 
conditions, and the end result 
was the loss of culture, self-ha- 
tred, physical and sexual abuse 
and deep-seated social and fam- 
ily problems in Canadas aborigi- 
nal population.

It’s that time of year again- 
taxes, income tax, GST, PST 
and property tax. How quiet it- 
is with regards to property tax 
even though nothing has changed 
since last June. From June un- 
til Dec. 31, 2004, the weekly lo- 
cal newspapers were full of ar- 
ticles about MPAC, CAFTA and 
other groups speaking out for 
justice and proposed changes in 
the method of property tax as- 
sessment.

in the checklist as follows. 

Smoke Alarm Test Check- 
list: 

If your home has a security 
system connected to a central 
station, remember to contact the 
alarm company before testing 
the smoke alarms. 

- (Every month) Press the test 
button. This verifies that the unit 
has power and an audible alarm. 
*Remember, this does not mean 
guaranteed smoke detection. 

« (Twice a year) Verify that your 
alarm can detect smoke. Blow 
a minimal amount of smoke 
into the unit. Sources could in- 
clude: a cigarette, a candle, or 
“preferably an aerosol canis- 
ter specifically designed to test 
smoke alarms. 

- (Twice a year) Open the 
alarm covers and lightly vac- 
uum the interior Components 
with the fine brush attachment 
on your vacuum cleaner. 

» (Once a year) Pull out and 
disconnect the battery and re- 
place it with a new one. Make re- 
placement of batteries a seasonal 
routine, such as when resetting 
clocks in the fall or spring. 

«Check the locations of your 
smoke detectors. The minimum 
protection for a home is one de- 
tector outside each sleeping area 
on the hallway ceiling, and one 
on each level of the home. Try 
to avoid placing detectors right 
outside the kitchen, bathroom

Three features you need to 
consider when planting your 
garden are: colour, form and 
texture, varying these for con- 
trast. : 

Flower forms are varied. Iris 
are intermediate: poppies, dai- 
sies, mallow are circular, while 
delphinium, astilbe and holly- 
hock give us a spike form. The 
proper arrangements of form 
with colour make an attrac- 
tive showing in your garden. 
She had many slides to show 
how this could be achieved. 1. 
Dwarf iris in front, yellow or or- 
ange poppies with a backdrop 
of blue veronica. Texture is also 
achieved in this arrangement 
because of the difference in the 
foliage. Marg emphasized that 
yellow and white colours will 
blend with all other colours.
